The  site  is  within  the  rural  area  and  within  an  area  on  no  specific  allocation  as  stated  in  the 
Chelmsford  Borough  Local  Plan 

I he  development  is  conn  an  to  the  objectives  ol  the  Clielinsloid  Borough  Local  Plan  and  also 
the  policies  set  out  in  the  Essex  and  Southend  on  Sea  Replacement  .Structure  Plan.  Policy 
I'NY  I of  the  Chelmsford  Borough  Local  Plan  stales  that  development  should  be  compatible 
with  the  locality  and  not  have  an  impact  on  the  sunouiulings  properties.  The  Essex  and 
Southend  on  Sea  Replacement  Structure  Plan  provides  a similar  polio  for  the  control  of 
development  in  rural  areas  as  polio  ( > that  reiterates  the  content  of  EN\  I . 

This  unauthorised  development  constitutes  a visual  intrusion,  docs  not  safeguard  the

If  you  do  not  appeal  against  this  enforcement  notice,  it  will  take  effect  on  the  dale  specified  in 
paragraph  7 of  the  notice  and  you  must  then  ensure  that  the  required  steps  for  complying  with 
it,  for  which  you  may  be  held  responsible,  are  taken  within  the  pcriod|s]  specified  in  the 
notice.
